le ith e m look up the reports of His 
sayings, especially what he said in 
the parables. 
But you say parables 
are not to be taken literally. 
How 
else can you take them ? 
Ju st as 
surely as Jesus ordered the one tal­ 
ent to be taken from the “wicked and 
slothful servant” ana given to a man 
who would use it, just so surely will 
the same authority have a hearing 
some day, and those who are making 
12% off of poor tenants and off of 
poor women and little children and 
who hold property for a big advanc­ 
ing price but won't use it get what is 
coming to them. 
) Ju#t as surely as God lives these 
kind of people will be dealt with. 
They will be forced to give up their 
holdings, on exactly the same prin­ 
ciple th at a person is fired off of a 
job if he will not work it. 
Besides, 
the church or Christian ford% has al­ 
ready done a whole lot against the 
evil of the love of wealth. 
A thou­ 
sand million times more than the long 
haired reds who would destroy 
the 
rich out of pure hatred. The leaders 
of the church, in the first place, live 
within bounds. 
There is no such a 
person as an arrogantly rich leader 
in all the church 
connections. 
The 
church is free of graft; but her skirts 
are not clear and her work is not 
done until she cleans up g raft every 
where. 
The meek shall inherit the 
earth, just as the Master once said, 
when the church has taught all to 
know the meekness of the Master.

CLBMENCEAU DEFEATH* 
FOR THE PRESIDENCY 
Politics is always full of surprises, 
• and the puWlc favor is often fickle. 
The defeat of M. Clemencean, known 
as “the Father of Victoty,” and gen­ 
erally recognized as the strong man 
of France, for the presidency it only 
another instance of a nation’s waning 
loyalty to its servants, another ex­ 
ample of ingratitude. 
The factional­ 
ism that causéd such a calamity, as 
it is viewed over here, is as little un­ 
derstood as are the doings of our own 
republican senate in France. Just as 
the American Congress has resented 
the strong personality of President

French Senate and Chamber of Depu­ 
ties shown its disapproval of the dom­ 
inance of “Le Tiger.” It has already 
forgotten that but for 
Clemenceau 
the war would have been lost, the ter­ 
rorists would have triumphed, and 
German propaganda would have de­ 
stroyed the morale of the nation. 
Tbe premier is advanced in years 
and of secure reputation. He did not 
want nor seek the office, and only con­ 
sented to become a candidate under 
pressure. As a link between the gov­ 
ernment of the past and that of the 
present, he consented to serve, so 
that his country might take advant­ 
age of his vast knowledge of inter­ 
national affairs. 
Whether in private or public life, 
Clemenceau will continue to be 
a 
dominant force in French affairs.
